There  is  mounting  evidence  in  the  nation's  family 
agencies  and  courts  that  the  “let  the  child  do  as  he 
pleases"  theory  of  parenthood  has  backfired  not  only 
against  society  but  against  the  very  children  who  were 
reared  that  way. 

It  has  produced  neither  well-adjusted  nor  creative, 
expressive  children — as  hoped  for — but  rather  youngsters 
who  are  untrained  for  life  and  end  up  paying  the  price 
themselves. 

Typical  of  the  writer's  findings 
is  the  rrport  from  the  Washington 
Institute  of  Mental  Hygiene  bv 
psychiatric  social  worker  Thelma 
DuVinage.  in  charge  of  intake.

FREE  ROOK  ON  DIAMONDS 


By  M.  V.  CHE8NTT,  FRHS 
For  the  past  three  or  four  weeks 
now,  hardly  a day  has  passed  with- 
out at  least  one  letter  coming  in 
from  a frustrated  gardener  com- 
plaining of  sweet  pea  failure. 

The  symptoms  are  always  the 
same:  First,  the  vines  drop  all 
their  buds.  Then  the  foliage  turns 
pale  yellow,  and  finally  the  vine 
dies.  On  being  pulled  up.  the  roots 
are  obviously  rotted  and  t{ie  lower 
stem  blackened. 

Tins  is  the  root  rot  disease  of 
sweet  peas.  It  isn't  anything  new, 
and  has  always  been  fairly  com-t 
mon  when  sweet  peas  are  attempt- 
ed on  low-lying,  poorly-drained 
ground. 

This  year,  however,  it  would  ap- 
pear that  just  about  every  second 
garden  in  the  city  is  affected.  And 
the  way  I figure  it,  the  reason  for 
this  wide  spread  incidence  of  the 
disease  is  because  tho  old-fashion- 
ed methods  of  growing  sweet  peas 
are  not  suited  to  the  kind  of 
weather  we  have  been  getting.

There 
is  danger  however  that  due  to  faulty  pro- 
vision in  the  procedural  means  of  enacting 
zoning  plans  this  good  start  may  be  nulli- 
fied and  the  main  issue  hamstrung  by 
Interminable  piecemeal  objections  and 
debate. 

The  legal  procedure,  as  we  understand 
It.  is  throe  readings  of  a municipal  zoning 
by-law.  a public  hearing  af  10-days  notice 
and  then  final  passage  of  the  by-law. 
without  endorsement  by  the  elector** - 
directly.  The  new  zoning  by-law  has  been 
given  its  three  reading*.  The  public  hear- 
ing has  been  slated  for  September.  The 
objections  are  beginning  to  appear  piece- 
meal. And  the  public,  whose  property 
directly  Is  concerned,  is  virtually  unaware 
of  what  the  recommendations  propose  or 
what  the  by-law  would  set  up.  Since  a 
proper  zoning  plan  can  ensure  orderly- 
growth  in  the  future,  its  whole-hearted 
support  by  the  property-owners  is  the 
first  practical  step  in  its  successful  use. 


Today’s  procedure  appears  to  take  no 
account  whatevfir_of_  that  fact,  which  is 
astonishing. 

To  cure  this  omission  while  there  is 
time,  will  the  city  council  have  copies 
made  of  the  new  zoning  map — a single 
original  of  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
town-planning  commission — post  several 
publicly  at  the  City  Hall,  and  sell  others 
(at  cost)  to  all  organizations  and  indi- 
viduals asking  for  them,  so  that  before 
the  public  hearing  is  convened  the  public 
may  have  some  opportunity  of  being 
apprised  of  what  is  involved?  Such  a 
course,  or  Its  full  equivalent  in  other 
fashion,  would  he  a direct  contribution  to 
the  initiation  of  an  effective  zoning  plan. 
What  we  are  afraid  of  is  that  if  the  exist- 
ing ha|f-fog  continues  and  the  by-law  is 
pfl«w*d  to  enactment  without  actual  public 
understanding  if  will  be  no  more  success- 
ful than  the  original  zoning  plan,  which 
has  been  systematically  shot  to  pieces. 

The  plain  fact  is  that  there  must  be 
an  informed  public  behind  any  worthwhile 
attempt  at  town-planning.  To  leave  the 
property  owners  nut  of  account,  when  it 
is  their  land  that  will  he  affected  and 
therefore  the  value  of  their  estates,  would 
be  short-sighted  haste.  Nor  is  there  any 
need  whatever  for  that  omission.  The 
better  the  new  zoning  map  may  be  the^ 
more  it  should  be  shown  to  the  public 
well  before  it  is  codified  into  civic  law. 
Anv  other  course  would  be  downright 
folly. 


Burking  the  Main  Issue 


IT  has  been  announced  that  a royal  com- 
mission will  be  appointed  shortly  to 
‘‘study  and  revise  the  whole  question"  of 
radio  and  television  broadcasting  in 
Canada  It  would  seem  from  the  language 
of  the  announcement  that  this  means  the 
widest  kind  of  investigation  with  no  limit 
set  to  the  commission’s  terms  of  reference, 
hut  apparently  this  is'  not  the  case. 
Revenue  Minister  McCann,  who  disclosed 
Ihe  government's  intention,  said  he  does 
not  believe  an  independent  regulatory 
body  for  broadcasting  will  be  set  up.  If 
that  is  so  it  is  a corollary  that  the  com- 
mission will  lx*  pre-advised  on  this  point. 
One  of  the  troublesome  questions  of  Cana- 
dian broadcasting  will  thus  be  burked. 

The  CRC  has  never  satisfactorily 
answered  the. objections  to  its  monopoly 
of  regulation,  of  the  favored  position  that 
permits  it  to  set  the  rules  not  only  for 
Itself  hut  also  for  its  competitors.  The 
CBC  is  a valuable  institution;  it  is  para- 
mount that  it  should  be  maintained  to 
provide  a service  geared  to  distinctive 
Canadian  concepts  and  ways  of  life,  that 
It  should  set  an  example  of  mature  and 
cultured  standards  of  broadcasting.  This 
is  not  to  say  however  that  if  should  also 
rontrol  the  independent  stations.  Its 
ptesent  monopoly  in  fact  suggests  a grave 
weakness  about  the  CBC.  an  apparent 
fear  to  compete  on  even  terms  with  a 
rival.  The  case  for  a national  directing 
body  which  would  set  the  operational" 
term's  for  hoth  the  CBC  and  the  inde- 
pendent agencies  and  the  standards  to  lx* 


adhered  to.  which  one  hopes  would  be 
high,  is  so  strong  ns  to  rob  the  projected 
royal  commission  or  much  of  its  value 
if  it  is  proscribed  from  dealing  with  con- 
tentious phase  of  broadcasting. 

Another  big  task  for  the  commission 
will  he  the  financial  aspect  of  the  CBC. 
particularly  in  the  field  nf  television  where 
costs  are  astronomical.  It  is  essential,  as 
indicated  above,  that  the  CBC  should  give 
a lead  and  an  example  to  the  country  and 
that  it  should  hold  a prominent  place  in 
providing  for  the  cultural  and  entertain- 
ment needs  of  TV  listeners,  but  there  is 
a limit  to  the  extent  to  which  the  nation 
ran  foot  the  bill  for  its  operations.  Tint 
bill  crows  bigger  every  year,  and  even 
allowing  that  CBC’s  worth  cannot  he 
measured  entirely  in  dollars  and  rents  the 
subsidy  eannot  continue  unchecked.  Here 
again  the  matter  touches  the  CBC 
monnnolv  of  regulation,  which  in  the  rase 
of  TV  hampers  the  development  of  private 
stations  and  thus  adds  to  the  cost  of 
national  TV  services. 

The  hearings  of  the  rovnl  commission 
alone  should  enable  the  whole  radio  and 
television  field  to  lx*  aired  in  a manner 
never  before  disclosed,  and  that  will  be 
decidedly  to  the  good.  Unless  the  com- 
mission is  empowered  to  consider  the  set- 
ting on  of  a senior  independent  regulatory 
bndv  however  it  will  fail  of  what  should 
he  its  real  purpose— to  chart  a new  path 
for  those  mediums  of  communication  that 
will  best  suit  the  needs  of  a growing 
multitude  of  listeners. 


Car  Inspection  Will  Come 


CO  far  British  Columbia  has  done  well 
J in  a progressive  approach  to  the 
traffic  safety,  in  nn  age  when  automohile 
accidents  are  taking  an  unwarranted  toll 
of  life  and  property.  Provincial  driver 
Inspections  have  been  well  carried  out. 
The  educative  campaign  has  been  ex- 
tended through  the  RCMP  and  municipal 
forces  by  hoth  precept  and  example.  So 
long  as  the  inspections  stop  short  with 
the  driver  however  and  Ignore  the  state 
nf  the  vehicle  driven  there  will  always 
be  that  loophole  for  dangerous  vehicles 
contirttiing  to  operate  on  the  roads.  Nor 
ran  the  keenest  observer  tell  on  sight  what 
vehicle  mav  have  faulty  brakes,  in  spite 
of  its  polish. 

It  is  a matter  of  general  knowledge 
that  automobiles  and  trucks  up  to  even 
20  years  old  and  long  past  their  economi- 
cal repair  ratio  are  still  being  sold,  traded 
and  operated  on  the  highways.  Many 
others  of  more  recent  manufacture  have

been  driyen  hard  for  from  three  to  five 
years,  and  are  essentially  in  the  same  un- 
certain mechanical  condition.  The  most 
careful  driver  in  the  world  is  no  safer  on 
♦ he  road  than  the  vehicle  he  controls.  If 
the  vehicle  is  faulty  he  may  be.  and  in 
manv  instances  Is.  travelling  towards  an 
accident  which  its  breakdown  can  pre- 
cipitate. If  is  not  enough  to  say  that  the 
public  is  responsible,  and  that  car  and 
truck  owners  owe  n duty  to  society.  The 
accident  rate  is*  the  sobering  answer  to 
that 

< >ne  hesitates  to  suggest  additional 
public  services  which  must  be  paid  for 
either  by  the  taxpayers  af  large  or  in  this 
instance  by  motor  vehicle  owners.  For 
practical  reason-;  however  traffic  can 
never  lx*  made  more  accident-free  while 
one  precipitating  cause  of  trouble  finds  a 
loophole  in  a partial  system  of  inspection. 
Faulty  vehicles  have  no  place  on  the  road, 
vet  they  will  not  be  controlled  until  there 
Is  come  system  of  direct  vehicle  inspection.

Reports  from  Ottawa 


MEMBERS  of  the  Commons  were 
quite  conscious,  during  the 
heat  wave  last  week,  that  they  are 

among  the  favored  

very  few  in  the 
people's  service 
who  labor  in  air- 
con  di  tinned  sur- 
roundings. 

While  the  effi- 
ciency of  civil  serv- 
ants in  Ottawa's 
public  buildings 
plummeted.  and 
while  workers  lied 
many  government 
offices  in  mid  afternoon.  Commoners 
sat  morning,  afternoon  and  evening 
In  the  comfort  of  moderately  refrtg 
crated  air. 

One  of  them.  CCFer  Sandy  Nichol- 
son, indicated  he'd  like  to  share  his 
comfort  with  the  capital's  35.000 
civil  servants.  He  asked  Finance 
Minister  Harris  if  the  money  the 
government  loses  when  it  lias  to  let 
workers  out  early  on  account  of  the 
heat  wouldn’t  amount  to  a down  pay- 
ment on  air  conditioning  for  all  fed- 
eral buildings  In  Ottawa. 

Harris  didn't  know.  But  Works 
Minister  Winters  does.  Several 
deputy  ministers  have  been  trying 
to  persuade  Winters  that  such  is  in- 
deed the  case  at  least,  so  far  as 
their  particular  buildings  are  con- 
cerned. 

* * * 

Winters’  answer  to  Nicholson's 
question  would  he  a flat  "No."  As 
he  sees  It.  air  conditioning  would  not 
be  a paying  proposition.  Here's  how 
tie  and  his  officials  figure  it: 

Over  the  last  three  years  the  tem- 
perature at  Ol  taw  a topped  85  de- 
grees an  average  of  15  days  a year, 
not  all  of  them  working  days.  lot- 
ting the  civil  service  out  an  hour  or 
two  early  on  over  85degrec  days 
costs  about  2900000  a year. 

By  comparison,  it's  estimated  that 
it  would  cost  35  cents  per  cubic  foot 
to  pul  air  conditioning  systems  in 


government  building*.  That  la 
toughly  one  third  of  the  $1  to  $1  25 
per  cubic  foot  which  the  govern- 
ment Is  currently  paying  for  office 

space 

Assuming  that  the  government 
hi  JI50  millions  worth  of  buildings 
In  and  around  Ottawa  which  would 
be  worth  air  conditioning  — a con- 
servative estimate  - the  rapital  out- 
lay would  be  about  $50  millions.  Then 
add  the  annual  cost  of  refrigerant, 
water,  silica  gel  tto  control  humid- 
ify). electricity,  oil.  replacement 
parts  and  a maintenance  staff.  The 
conclusion  Ls  almost  inescapable:  the 
civil  servants  will  have  to  put  up 
with  the  heat,  and  knock  off  early 
when  it  gets  too  hot  to  work. 

Some  government  buildings  are 
partly  air  conditioned  For  technical 
reasons  temperature  and  humidity 
ure  controlled  in  the  new  printing 
hurrau  and  the  film  hoard  labora- 
tories. Sections  of  government  hos- 
pitals and  some  scientific  labs  are 
air  conditioned.  The  sucks  lr^  the 
new  nafional  library  also  will  be.  to 
prevent  mildew  In  books. 

Winters  discounts  the  argument 
that  part  of  the  cost  of  air  condi- 
.tinning  would  be  offset  by  Increased 
employee  efficiency.  Conscientious 
employees,  he  opines,  will  work  re- 
gardless of  heat,  and  air  conditioning 
won't  turn  loafers  Into  eager  beaver*. 

The  Bank  of  Canada's  experience 
lather  supports  this  view.  Bank  offi- 
cials admit  they  like  the  cool  air 
at  the  hank's  head  office  on  Welling- 
ton Street,  but  confess  there's  "very, 
very  little  difference"  In  worker  out- 
put at  its  non-air  conditioned  plant 
on  King  Edward  Street. 

The  Commons  was  air  conditioned 
in  1917.  The  elderly  senator*.  anxi- 
ous about  drafts  and  chilla,  decided 
against  air  rondiUoning  Maybe 
there  * no  connection— but  the  Senate 
could  have  wound  up  this  parlia- 
mentary session  by  the  first  of  May. 
whereas  the  cool  Commons  have 
dragged  It  out  until  nearly  Ihe  first 
of  August

waitresses  and  serv- 
ers. But  both  food 
and  service  have 


ocicnuraicu  in  a 
distressing  fashion.  _ 

Does  the  quality  decline  with  the 
fixtures,  the  linen,  the  crockery? 
Does  soup  lose  its  savor  when  the 
rurl  has  gone  out  of  a waitress'  hair? 
If  the  tray  on  which  your  dinner  is 
served  is  dogeared  and  shabhv. 
should  Ihe  meat  be  tough  and  the 
gravy  curiously  seasoned?  Because 
the  tables  and  chairs  need  a good 
polishing,  is  tiiat  any  reason  why  the 
pie  should  be  cut  a visible  quarter 
Inch  narrower,  and  the  scoop  of  ice 
ct earn  you  get  with  It  be  so  nig- 
gardly scooped  that  It  is  hollow  In 
the  middle? 

More  enthusiasm  and  high  spirit 
Is  needed  to  operate  a restaurant 
than  almost  any  other  business  you 
can  think  of.  Take  garages  for  In- 
stance: the  service  station  I go  to 

now  old  and  cluttered  and  full  of 
bus  and  pieces;  but  the  service  I get 
is  far  better  than  I got  when  It  was 
young  and  tidy  and  most  functional 
looking.  The  doctor  I go  to  gives  me 
far  better  healing  In  his  old.  scuffed 
office  than  he  did  when  he  was 
young  and  eager  and  surrounded 
with  spotless  white  Shoemakers, 
UUors.  ..gunsmiths,  lawyers,  boutc 
stores  all  get  better  as  they  grow 
older  and  more  aeedy. 

But  restaurants  are  different.  The 
minute  the  woodwork  grows  dim.  Ihe 
Ubia  napkins  thin  and  darned,  the 
waitresses'  skirt*  hang  crooked  at 
the  hem  and  the  spoons  grow  dull, 
watch  out!  The  chef  will  turn  out 
to  be  a man  of  no  pride  or  temper. 
He  will  be  meekly  carrying  out  his 
orders  from  the  management  to  save 
the  scraps.  He  won't  be  a chef  at 
all.  He  will  be  a mere  cook. 

In  fact,  he  may  be  nothing  more 
than  an  old  counterman  promoted. 


Fruits 
Of  Peace

GENEVA  The  fruits  of  uninter- 
rupted peace  were  probahly- 
never  before  so  conspicuously  dis- 
played to  an  international  high  level 
conference  as  Switzerland  had  on 
exhibit  for  the  Hlg  Four  chiefs  of 
stale  meeting 

Western  Europe  as  a whole  is 
prosperous,  but  the  Swiss  boom  is 
so  spectacular  as  almost  to  generate 
concern. 

Two  million  Swiss— the  country's 
entire  labor  forre  are  employed.  An 
additional  200.000  laborers,  most  of 
tnem  Italians,  have  had  tu  be  im- 
ported. 1 

This  year’s  tourist  season  is  Swit- 
zerland's best  ever,  up  14  p«-r  cent 
from  1954,  which  was  a good  year, 
too.  Swiss  Industry  is  having  a boom 
year;  the  hanks  are  loaded  with  rash, 
and  the  government  has  a fat  budget- 
ary surplus  230.000.000  Francs 
(about  $60, 000.000 1 . 

Despite  the  outcry  here  over  Ameri- 
can tariff  boosts  on  Swiss  watch 
movements,  the  watch  Industry  haa 
managed  to  hold  to  an  even  keel. 

If  watches  are  not  exactly  boom- 
ing. almost  every  olher  branch  of 
Swiss  Industry  Is,  particularly 
machine  tools,  machinery,  Instru- 
ments and  apparatus,  electrical  equip- 
ment  and  chemicals. 

* * * 

The  cost  of  living  has  held  steady, 
as  have  real  wages.  Labor  Is  com- 
plaining. however,  tiiat  it  has  not 
shared  in  the  boom  to  the  extent 
that  It  feels  It  should.  Pressure  for 
wsrc  boosts  has  not  built  up  danger- 
ously, though,  because  thr  Swiss 
worker  is  the  best  paid  in  Western 
Europe. 

Small  (15.9-14  square  mtlo*  with 
a population  of  4.750.000),  lacking 
raw  materials  and  sufficient  food, 
Switzerland  has  built  Europe’s  high- 
est living  standard  entirely  out  of 
Its  precision  skills. 

The  nation  literally  lives  on  tu 
hard  work  and  craftsmanship.  The 
factories  must  be  well  organised; 
the  workers  highly  efficient,  and 
the|  product*  of  outstanding  quality. 
Otherwise,  the  nation  would  go 
under. 

Although  landlocked.  Switzerland 
boasts  one  of  Europe*  major  porta 
Basel.  4G0  miles  from  the  sea.  The 
pert's  three  miles  of  docks  along 
the  Rhine^  handle  nearly  4.000.000 
ton/  of  shipping  annually. 

Switzerland  ls  generally  regarded 
In  terms  of  watches,  cheese  and 
chocolate  and  tourists.  It  has,  how- 
ever,  a highly  developed,  well- 
rounded  industrial  economy. 

There  are  more  than  18.000  dif- 
ferent firms  In  Switzerland  In  the 
machine  and  metalworking  Indus- 
trie* alone  Of  every  1.000  working 
Swiss.  4.16  are  engaged  In  industrial 
labor  and  manual  trade.  Swlaa  skills, 
research  and  workmanship  enable 
the  nation  to  sell  In  competitive  mar- 
ket.- despite  the  handicap  of  high- 
cost  Imported  raw  materials

BOSTON  (UP I — One  of  the 
leading  U.S.  authorities  on  polio 
last  night  questioned  the  effec 
live  ness  and  safety  of  the  Salk 
vaccine. 

"There  is  no  clear-cut  evl 
dence  at  this  date  that  you  can 
consistently  produce  polio  vac- 
cine by  the  Salk  method  that  Is 
both  safe  and  effective,"  Dr- 
David  Rutateln  of  the  Harvard 
medical  school  faculty  said. 

Dr.  Rutstein,  a professor  of 
preventive  medicine,  did  not 
elaborate  further  on  this  com- 
ment, but  said  he  fully  agreed 
with  Dr.  Graham  S.  Wilson, 
who  recently  canceled  the  Salk 
Inoculation  program  In  Britain. 

Dr.  Rutstein  quoted  Dr.  Wil- 
son a*  saying  that  he  "didn't 
believe  there  was  a way  of 
making  the  Salk  vaccine  safe.’ 

Dr.  Rutstein  said  nrt  one  could 
say  why  the  present  polio  inci- 
dence has  risen  to  what  New 
England  public  health  officials 
had  termed  "an  alarming  rate." 

The  six-state  region's  number 
of  polio  cases  rose  to  185  yes- 
terday compared  to  a total  of 
169  for  the  corresponding  1954 
period.

Approximately  880.000  Cana- 
dlan  children  have  received  at 
least  two  inoculations.  Most 
were  inoculated  this  May  or 
June.  They  will  he  due  for  their1 
third  and  final  shots  in  January 
and  February,  the  official  said. 

The  official  said  the  depart- 
ment hopes  3.000.000  Canadian 
youngsters  will  be  inoculated 
before  the  1956  polio  season,  or 
more  than  half  the  nation's  5,- 
200,000  children  under  16  years 
of  age.

2.  The  position  of  Germany  is 
the  dominant  issue  in  Europe  and 
"so  long  as  Germany  is  divided 
there  can  be  no  real  security  or 
mutual  confidence  in  Europe.” 

3.  President  Eisenhower's  pro- 
posal for  an  exchange  of  military 
blueprints  with  the  Soviet  Union 
was  a "bold  and  imaginative  sug- 
gestion.” But  he  said  that  other 
and  more  limited  Western  pro- 
posals on  disarmament  offered 
greater  hope  of  initial  progress. 

4.  The  situation  in  the  Far  East 
is  “more  dangerous”  than  that 
in  Europe,  but  can  be  resolved 
in  time 

It  appeared  likely  Bulganin  and 
Khrushchev  will  visit  Queen  Eli- 
zabeth at  Buckingham  Palace, 
probably  at  a luncheon  or  dinner.

Arctic  Freighter

The  1,340-ton  coastal  freighter 
‘rassiar  sailed  from  Vancouver 
yesterday  on  a 12,250-mile  trip 
to  the  western  Arctic  with  sup- 
plies for  RCMP,  RCAF  and 
ether  government  agencies  and 
defence  posts  In  those  regions. 

Included  In  her  cargo  are 
several  thousond  barrels  of 
high-octane  gasoline  and  Jet 
fuel. 

The  round  trip  Is  expected  to 
take  about  75  days. 

As  the  vessel  Is  owned  by  the 
Union  Steamship  Company, 
whose  seamen  are  on  strike,  It 
was  necessary  to  obtain  permis- 
sion for  her  to  sail  from  the 
SOIL 

She  Is  under  tharter  to  the 
department  of  transport  and  as 
this  Is  the  only  method  by 
I which  the  far. north  stalons  can 
get  their  annual  supplies,  the 
| union  freed  her.

She  la  commanded  by  Capt. 
F.  L.  Coe,  a veteran  of  many 
voyages  Into  the  Arctic  wilds.

I have  discovered 
no  claim  thal  the  Golden  Rule 
I*  the  ha*i*  of  Christianity. 

The  Golden  Rule  Is  an  ethical 
principle  anti  ethics  have  to  do 
with  behavior.  Christianity  is  a 
way  of  life,  hut  its  ethical  stand- 
ards are  derived  from  an  alii- 
fide  toward*  a Person,  namely 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  ba-»i»  of  Christianity  i* 
Ihe  conviction  that  Je*u»  I* 
the  Incarnate  Son  of  God  and 
the  Saviour  of  Mankind. 

The  acceptation  of  thp  Golden 
Rule  a«  a criterion  of  human 
conduct  is  a by-product  and  not 
the  foundation  of  that  belief. 

Jesus  Christ  did  not  Invent 
what  we  now  call  the  Golden 
Rule,  although  his  rephrasing 
of  It  gave  it  a dy  namic  positive 
new  it*  other  versions  lacked. 

The  literature  of  the  an- 
cient* — lantm,  Confucius 
and  Plato — all  make  mention 
of  thl*  ethical  and  moral  prin- 
ciple In  one  form  or  another. 

Hillel.  the  greatest  of  the  first- 


not  do  to  your  neighbor;  thi*  Is 
the  whole  jrorah;  all  else  is  in- 
terpretation." 

This  rule  of  conduct  grips  our 
imagination  today,  not  merely 
because  of  Its  wording -other-, 
wise  it  would  have  governed  the 
affairs  of  men  centuries  before 
the  Christian  era-  but  because 
of  the  Man  of  Galilee  who 
stands  behind  it. 

Having  confidence  in  the  Man. 
we  have  trust  in  what  He  says. 

I hope  that  the  atheist  will 
indeed  uphold  the  Golden  Rule, 
although  I should  make  mention 
of  the  fan  that  lhn*e  philoso- 
phers who  have  conceived  of 
it  make  some  recognition  of 
God  nr  gods. 

But  I fear  that  an  en- 
lightened nelf-intereHt  U not 
enough  to  prevent  thl*  rule 
frmn  becoming  a canon  of 
selfish  behavior. 

We  could  easily  say:  "Let  us 
do  unto  other*  as  we  would  like 
them  to  do  unto  us."  That  opens 
the  way  to  all  kinds  of  conduct 
- good,  bad  or  Indifferent— de- 
pending upon  our  virtues  and 
our  rices. 

We  do  a*  we  would  he  done 
by  not  for  our  sake*  but  for 
God  *.  In  this  way.  human  con- 
duct becomes  sweet,  clean,  pure 
and  lovely.
